This is the final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the Department 
of Homeland Security (DHS), dated October 10, 2019, and received by this office on October 10, 
2019. You are seeking (1) All records reflecting directives, instructions, or guidance provided 
by the White House to DHS or CBP related to Bahamian refugees from Hurricane Dorian and (2) 
All records reflecting directives, instructions, or guidance provided by DHS to CBP related to 
Bahamian refugees from Hurricane Dorian, in specific, search Acting Secretary Kevin 
MCALEENAN; David Pekoske, Senior Official Performing the Duties of the Deputy Secretary, 
Acting Chief of Staff Brandon Wales, Chad Wolf, Senior Official Performing the Duties of 
Under Secretary and Assistant Secretary for Strategy, Plans, Analysis and Risk, Former General 
Counsel John Mitnick, and Anyone serving in the role of White House Liaison. 

We conducted a comprehensive search of files within the Office of the Chief Information Officer 
(OCIO) for records that would be responsive to your request. Unfortunately, we were unable to 
locate or identify any responsive records. 

While an adequate search was conducted, you have the right to appeal this determination that no 
records exist within OCIO that would be responsive to your request. Should you wish to do so, 
you must send your appeal and a copy of this letter, within 90 days of the date of this letter, to: 
Privacy Office, Attn: FOIA Appeals, U.S. Department of Homeland Security, 245 Murray Lane, 
SW, Mail Stop 0655, Washington, D.C. 20528-0655, following the procedures outlined in the 
DHS FOIA regulations at 6 C.F.R. Part 5 § 5.8. Your envelope and letter should be marked 
“FOIA Appeal.” Copies of the FOIA and DHS FOIA regulations are available at 
www.dhs.gov/foia . 




Provisions of FOIA allow DHS to charge for processing fees, up to $25, unless you seek a 
waiver of fees. In this instance, because the cost is below the $25 minimum, there is no charge.
